• As far aa come vitlun their power 
-the divers searched tho wreck frovn 
stem to stern, but there were masses 
of broken timbers through which it 
was almost impossible to explore, and. 
It may be that some \\ill find a grave 
under those sunken Limbers until the 
hulk is raised or the waters of the 
sound wash away the last trace of tho 
wreckage. 


Carried Away by the Tide. 


At this point the water is deep and 


the currents are swift, and beyond a 
doubt many ha%re been borne along 
with the tides, to be given up on a 
later day at some distant point. 


There are a number of places •where 


Ihe living may have landed and it 13 
believed that manj that are now re- 
ported missing are safe, and event i- 
ally will be heard from by the official 
.who have the rescue work in hand. 
Indeed, last night a surprising num- 
ber of' persons reported to these offi- 
cials that they had been saved, thus 
cutting the list of missing down con- 
siderably as well as the probable mor- 
tality list. 


Brought into the Alexander avenue 


police station and tagged as one of 
the unidentified dead, Clara Hartman 
was revived -while she -svas lying in 
the improvised 
morgue. 
A woman 


searching among the dead for a rela- 
tive noticed that the girl was breath- 
mg and called an ambulance surgeon, 
who found that there were signs oi 
life. 
After the surgeon had worked 


•over her for half an liour she opened 
her eyes, and she was then hurried :o 
the Lincoln hospital. 
There it was 


found that the girl had deen severely 
burned, but that tshe might recover. 
She could remember nothing of the 
events of the day.
